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Encyclopaedia of Librarianship, edited by 
Thomas Landau. New York, Hafner, 
1958. ix, 334p. 26cm. cloth $10; to 
schools and libraries, 10 per cent dis- 
count. 

Encyclopaedia of Librarianship was 
originally published in England; the 
American edition contains no changes 
other than the imprint. 

The editor, Thomas Landau, librarian 
of the Research Association of Rubber 
Manufacturers, states that the purpose of 
this volume is to “fill the need for a simple 
and comprehensive reference tool which is 
easy to use and of interest to student and 
experienced librarian.” He acknowledges 
the close cooperation of Robert L. Colli- 
son, reference librarian, City of West- 
minster Public Libraries, in the inception 
of this work and in the selection of subject 
specialists and subeditors. He lists 65 
contributors, among whom are Arthur 
Burke Evans, Lionel McColvin, and S. R. 
Ranganathan, eminent in the international 
library world; 61 of these contributors are 
employed in England. 

The scope of the subjects included fol- 
lows the syllabus of the Library Associa- 
tion professional examination, and it is 
fairly evident, although not explicitly 
stated, that it is hoped the book will be of 
value to the candidates taking the quali- 
fying examinations. 

The library terms and definitions in- 
cluded in this work were taken from the 
A.A. Code (Anglo-American Code) pub- 
lished under the title Catalog Rules: 
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Author and Title Entries (Chicago and 
London: American Library Association 
and (British) Library Association, 1907), 
the A.L.A. Glossary of Library Terms 
(Chicago: American Library Association, 
1943), the Librarian’s Glossary (London: 
Grafton & Co., 1938), and a few works as- 
sociated with printing, paper, and allied 
industries. The glossary in the A.L.A. 
Cataloging Rules for Author and Title 
Entries, 1949, includes entries that appear 
in the larger A.L.A. Glossary of Library 
Terms, so the same definitions appear in 
three or all four of the volumes. 

The editor states the form of the book 
is a “simple alphabetical arrangement in 
the style of an encyclopaedia with articles 
and entries ranging from a few words de- 
fining a term to signed monographs on the 
more important subjects.” Actually, the 
book is a glossary of terms interspersed 
with articles of varying length dealing 
with specific aspects of librarianship, 
printing, and bookmaking. A survey of the 
entries beginning with L revealed 96 en- 
tries, of which 15 are signed articles vary- 
ing in length from 1 to 11 columns (over 
50 per cent of these are 3 columns or less), 
15 are see references, and 67 are defini- 
tions of terms. Of the 15 signed articles, 6 
use an approach aimed exclusively toward 
users familiar with British library situa- 
tions and terminology, and 6 are articles 
of universal interest, only 2 of which refer 
to the American aspect. One article deals 
with the Library Association, and one 
article gives a very good résumé of the 
Library of Congress classification. 

Since the subject of this volume is li- 
brarianship, it would be expected that the 
L section would have a larger number of 
signed articles than the other sections. 
This view seems borne out by G: 58 
entries—2 signed articles, 7 see references, 
and 49 definitions; and by T: 82 entries— 
4 signed articles, 8 see references, and 70 
definitions. The definitions vary in length 
from a single line to a column, but the 
majority are from three to ten lines. Most 
of the signed articles, and some of the 
definitions, are followed by short bibliog- 
raphies of publications, primarily British 


ones. 

American users should bear in mind 
that British terminology is used, e.g.: 
Gramophone record libraries rather than 
Record collections; Mobile libraries rather 
than Bookmobiles; Book trolley rather 
than Book truck. There is no entry Charg- 
ing machines, although there is a four- 
column article Photo-charging. 

There are several excellent articles 
which transcend the bounds of the re- 
stricted British approach, for example, 
Foreign languages as a professional quali- 
fication and Indexing of books and peri- 
odicals. 

In any work of this type, there is always 
criticism of material included or excluded. 
In this instance, there are a number of 
surprising omissions: there are no articles 
on individual libraries, although articles 
on classification schemes of individual li- 
braries are included; there is no entry for 
Special libraries as a type, although there 
are entries for other types of libraries, 
and even entries for specific types of spe- 
cial libraries; there is no entry for the 
American Library Association, although 
there are articles Association of Assistant 
Librarians, Library Association, and Aslib; 
no entry for Manuscripts, and manuscripts 
are not mentioned in the articles Book 
auction sales or Book selection (there is a 
brief reference in the article Book-col- 
lecting}; no mention of Copy-Flo in the 
entry Xerography; no entries for Adult 
education, Reader’s adviser, Traveling 
card, Audio-visual, Rare books, Govern- 
ment documents, or Documents. 

The arrangement of entries is alphabeti- 
cal; in some instances the practice of 
placement of an entry by the first letter 
of a modifying adjective with no cross 
reference from the noun makes for dif- 
ficulties. For example: Abbreviated cata- 
logue card, with no reference from Cata- 
logue card; Decorated covers, with no 
reference from Covers; Hinged and joint- 
ed plates, with no reference from Plates. 

In appearance this is an attractive book. 
It is bound in sturdy brown cloth and has 
gold lettering.

The Standard Jewish Encyclopedia cov- 

ers “every phase of Jewish life, literature, 

and thought from their beginning” with 
special stress on modern historical de- 
velopments such as “the destruction of 

European Jewry, the establishment of the 

State of Israel, and the emergence of the 

United States as the outstanding Diaspora 

community.” The Preface also states that 

“particular attention is paid to the Ameri- 

can community and its outstanding figures 

and to the twin poles of modern Jewish 
life, the State of Israel and the men who 
are shaping its development.” The work is 

a well-illustrated encyclopedia, alphabeti- 

cally arranged. 

Dr. Cecil Roth, editor-in-chief, is as- 
sisted by three other editors and an 
American Advisory Board appointed “to 
assist the Editors in the preparation of 
articles dealing with subjects of special 
interest to Americans.” Dr. Roth, the 
author of books on Jewish history, and 
Alexander Peli, from a family of Israeli 
publishers, are included in The Standard 
Jewish Encyclopedia itself and in The 
Universal Jewish Encyclopedia (New 
York: The Universal Jewish Encyclope- 
dia, Inc., 1939-44). Of the 235 contributors, 
40 per cent are from Israel. A check of 
thirteen names of contributors from the 
United States showed five listed in Who’s 
Who in America 1958-1959, two of these 
in The Columbia Encyclopedia in One 


Volume. The topics to which the special- 
ists contributed are indicated, but articles 
are not signed. 

The publication offers a rich, factual 
history of the Jewish people from the 
earliest Bible times through 1958. In trac- 
ing this history the editors have relied 
strongly on brief biographies of Jews and 
of certain “non-Jews who have made a 
major impression on Jewish history and 
scholarship.” It is strong in listing Jewish 
organizations and in identifying names 
and places in the Bible. 

Other names and places are identified 
in terms of the Jewish people and their 
history. For example, such places as 
Athens, Greece; Allentown, Pennsylvania; 
Atlanta, Georgia; Baghdad; Boston; Cuba; 
Capetown; and Trier are all described in 
terms of the Jewish population in them. 
Roger Bacon is identified by his interest 
in Hebrew. The explanation in Books, 
Burning of and Books, Prohibited is 
limited to the burning of Jewish books 
and to censorship of Jewish books. Bib- 
liography is explained in terms of Jewish 
bibliography. Capital Punishment inter- 
prets Jewish law and custom. 

Examples of features and topics which 
would be of interest to the general reader 
and to libraries in general are the history 
of Jews in Europe and Egypt, Jewish agri- 
cultural settlements and projects, history 
of the migrations of the Jews from the 
destruction of the Second Temple to mod- 
ern times, the Diaspora, Jews represented 
in classical literature, Jewish coins and 
stamps, Jewish foods, Jewish holidays and 
customs, e.g., Hanukkah and Ethical wills, 
the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, sta- 
tistics of Jewish population in various’ 
countries and cities, and Hebrew words 
transliterated and explained. Articles are 
short but detailed, concise and to the 
point. A balanced emphasis is exhibited 
in the amount of space devoted to Albert 
Einstein (six inches), David? Ben-Gurion 
(six and one half inches), Louis Brandeis 
(eight inches), Theodor Herzl (eleven and 
three fourths inches) and Chaim Weiz- 
mann (eleven and one fourth inches).

and without apparent bias. This is espe- 
cially noticeable in the articles on Ger- 
many, Arab League, the names commonly 
identified with anti-Semitism, and the 
American Council for Judaism. The sim- 
ple statement is made that “circumstances 
made it difficult to obtain information 
from Eastern Europe.” 

Cross references serve to draw together 
scattered topics which “constitute the 
basic article.” A term printed in capitals 
indicates that further information is to be 
found under that term or a modification 
of it, such as CHIEF RABBINATE for 
CHIEF RABBI. 

The Standard Jewish Encyclopedia may 
be evaluated by comparison with The 
Universal Jewish Encyclopedia which was 
reviewed in the January 1945 Subscrip- 
tion Books Bulletin. Being a much larger 
work, the latter publication would nat- 
urally contain longer articles and more 
names. Of the names listed between An 
and Ar 30 per cent were in both publica- 
tions; 50 per cent were in The Universal 
Jewish Encyclopedia alone and 20 per cent 
were found in The Standard Jewish En- 
cyclopedia only. 

A similar examination of the proper 
names found in The Standard Jewish En- 
cyclopedia between An and Ar and from 
R through Re and of these groups in The 
Columbia Encyclopedia in One Volume 
showed that 72 per cent of them are in 
both publications. A comparison between 
names in the encyclopedia under review 
and the list of “Seven hundred Jews who 
have made notable contributions to mod- 
ern civilization” in Sigmund Livingston’s 
Must Men Hate? (New York: Harper, 
1944) covering names in architecture, art, 
music, and physics showed 59 per cent in 
The Standard Jewish Encyclopedia. 

The articles American Jewish Congress 
in the two Jewish encyclopedias under 
comparison illustrate the difference in 
treatment. One half column in The 
Standard Jewish Encyclopedia gives a 
satisfactory brief history of the organiza- 
tion while the eight columns in the larger 
encyclopedia trace the history, giving 
pros and cons and details of agreements 


and objectives of the Congress. A com- 
parison of the articles on anti-Semitism 
shows much more detailed analysis of 
prejudices, manifestations, and history in 
the larger publication and briefer but 
factual articles, rather like an abstract of 
the longer article, in the encyclopedia 
under review. The article Zionism in The 
Universal Jewish Encyclopedia gives 
clearly and fully the controversial steps 
in the history of the movement; that in 
the new encyclopedia, a short factual 
statement of the steps under various 
leaders and the present structure of the 
movement. 

To facilitate the use of the publication 
by readers less familiar with Hebrew and 
with Jewish culture, many Hebrew and 
Yiddish words such as “Knesset” and 
“Vimpel” are defined and explained in 
the text. All Biblical names are in the 
common English form. Modern Israeli 
place names retain “the familiar anglicized 
forms where such exist,” but many trans- 
literated Hebrew place names remain un- 
familiar. Where two or more members of 
one family are listed they appear in a 
single article. Variant spellings are taken 
care of by cross references. If pronuncia- 
tion were indicated, it would be welcomed 
by persons unfamiliar with the words and 
with Hebrew. 

Facts and events are brought up to date 
as shown by recent death dates and the 
use of recent statistical data. For example, 
Howard Fast’s break with communism 
and the publication of his The Naked God 
(New York: Praeger, 1957) are men- 
tioned; there is a 1957 picture of the 
synagogue of the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem; Pasternak’s 1958 Nobel Prize 
award is reported; and population sta- 
tistics are as recent as 1957. The sources 
of statistics of Jewish population in cities 
and in countries are stated in the article 
Statistics, Jewish. These sources lend 
authority to the figures which are not 
usually included in ordinary national 
census publications. 

The Standard Jewish Encyclopedia is 
rich in excellent black-and-white illus- 
trations including reproductions of paint-

ings, pictures of Jewish antiquities and 
rarities, photographs of modern sites, and 
many portraits. Of 106 double-spread 
pages checked between Am and the end 
of the C section of the alphabet only 9 
lacked illustrations ranging from 1 to 3 or 
more on a double spread. In general they 
are satisfactorily placed with the appro- 
priate article in the text. The value of the 
publication would be greatly increased if 
there were an index to the pictures be- 
cause many of them have a relation to 
more than one subject. For example, “The 
Sacrifice of Isaac” appears with the article 
Abraham, but there is no mention of it 
under Isaac; “Selecting the fragrant etrog 
for the Festival of Sukkot...” is two 
pages from the article Etrog and is not 
mentioned in the article Sukkot. Pictures 
of menorahs are scattered through the 
volume, but there is no reference to them 
under Menorah. Similarly there is no way 
to locate all the pictures of synagogues. A 
list of credits for certain pictures is given 
at the back of the book, but their location 
in the volume is not easy to determine. 
There are a few colored plates which are 
relevant, but they are not as valuable as 
the black-and-white ones. 

Only three maps could be found: part of 
a Catalan map of the fourteenth century, 
a map of Palestine of 1695, and a map of 
Israel divided into North and South, us- 
ing both sides of the plate. The “inter- 
national boundary” and the “armistice 
demarcation lines” of Israel are indicated 
but are difficult to follow, and the differ- 
ence in coloring is not sufficient to dif- 
ferentiate Israel clearly from the sur- 
rounding nations. 

The volume was printed in Israel, but 
the sheets were brought to the United 
States for gathering and binding. The type 
is legible. While the coated paper makes a 
heavy volume, it is firm and opens easily. 

For libraries and homes which do not 


need a more extensive work, this well- 
edited one-volume encyclopedia is recom- 
mended. Even those with more extensive 
Jewish encyclopedias of earlier date will 
find The Standard Jewish Encyclopedia 
valuable, particularly as a supplement 
offering recent factual and biographical 
information.
